Winnipeg entomologist 
Taz Stuart is buzzing be¬ 
tween city requests and 
provincial approvals as 
the Insect Control Branch 
tries to reduce its buffer¬ 
ing zone for mosquito fog¬ 
ging. 

The city asked the 
province for permission to 


do a test to see how far 
malathion drifts at a patch 
in East Kildonan earlier 
this week. However, the 
province said no matter 
what the tests show, they 
can only reduce the 
buffers from the current 
100 metres to 90 metres. 

Stuart said the city 


would like to abide by 
whatever the tests show, 
rather than the official 
provincial guidelines. 

“We’re trying to ap¬ 
pease — I mean, provide 
our residents with our 
most effective program,” 
said a visibly annoyed Stu¬ 
art to a crowd of reporters. 


Meanwhile, the city is 
expecting a second hatch 
of mosquitoes in the next 
seven days. The Insect 
Control Branch is continu¬ 
ing its larviciding program 
in response to receding 
floodwater and recent 
rainfall. 

When asked if he 


thought buffering could 
go below 90 metres, Stuart 
said, “We’ve seen a lot of 
substantial studies out 
there and provided those 
to the province. There is 
always variations on the 
condition open for the en¬ 
vironment.”

Police say 
children at risk

Police and justice officials 
have been quietly working 
to give the Winnipeg public 
a measure of protection 
from a now-freed child mo¬ 
lester who they warn is a 
high risk to the public. 

Ryan James Gabourie, 
29, walked out of Stony 
Mountain prison Tuesday 
after serving seven years for 
sexual crimes against chil¬ 
dren, possession of child 
pornography and obstruct¬ 
ing a peace officer. 

Gabourie sexually mo¬ 
lested five young boys be¬ 
tween five and 11 years old 
by sneaking into their 
homes through unlocked 
windows or doors and sexu¬ 


ally assaulting them in 
their beds while their fami¬ 
lies were sleeping, police 
said. 

The crimes shocked the 
city of Grand Prairie, Alta., 
between mid-2004 and ear¬ 
ly 2005. 

Gabourie was not grant¬ 
ed parole or statutory re¬ 
lease from prison, 
early-release provisions 
that are usually a sure thing 
for federal offenders. 

But since his sentence is 
completely finished, he 
must be set free, police said 
in a warning to the public 
of his imminent release. 

Gabourie is expected to 
live at an undisclosed ad¬ 
dress in Winnipeg, some¬ 
thing local 

law-enforcement has been 
preparing for. 


On June 8, the Crown ob¬ 
tained an order that 
brought him back to Mani¬ 
toba from Prince Albert, 
where he was serving his 
time. 

He was brought into 
court a few days later and 
was told officials will seek a 
peace bond against him al¬ 
lowing police to watch him 
while back in public. 

Police said they believe 
Gabourie will commit a “se¬ 
rious personal injuiy of¬ 
fence” unless they’re 
allowed to keep their eyes 
on him. 

While that process 
makes its way through the 
courts — his next hearing is 
July 11 — Gabourie gave his 
consent to be bound by 16 
court orders now that he’s 
free. 


Airl chopper helps take 
down sexual predator

In what’s being called one 
of the most unbelievable 
cases this year, Winnipeg 
Police are crediting the Airl 
chopper for helping nab a 
suspect after a Winnipeg 
teen was kidnapped, seri¬ 
ously sexually assaulted 
and dumped near St. Fran¬ 
cois Xavier. The suspect 
then led police on a chase 
that rendered several police 
cruisers inoperable and re¬ 
sulted in four stolen vehi¬ 
cles, including an ATV. 

The drama began in 
Winnipeg’s Brooklands 
neighbourhood at 10 p.m. 
Wednesday night. Police 
said they headed down to 
Elgin Avenue after reports 
of shots being fired on the 
street. 

Officers discovered that a 
man had approached a 
parked van that had two fe¬ 
male teenagers inside. The 
man carjacked the van, say¬ 
ing he had a gun and sped 
off down the road. One girl, 



16, managed to escape, but 
the other, also 16, did not. 

While police searched 
the area, half an hour later 
they received a call from a 
girl in the St. Francois 
Xavier area, about 10 kilo¬ 
metres west of Winnipeg, 
saying she had been kid¬ 
napped, seriously sexually 
assaulted and needed help. 

Police said the suspect, 
before dumping the girl, 
lost the van and carjacked a 
Pontiac Sunfire from a 21- 
year-old man and forced 


the girl into it. He drove her 
outside the city where the 
sexual assault took place. 

The man then apparent¬ 
ly left her in St. Francois 
Xavier and continued driv¬ 
ing west, where he ditched 
the Sunfire and tried to 
steal a truck, failed and 
stole an ATV instead near 
Portage la Prairie. After fill¬ 
ing up with gas and not 
paying for it, he continued 
down the highway. 

The police deployed 
Airl, which found the quad 
speeding. The man refused 
to pull over, and pulled into 
a gravel-pit area. Several 
cop cars chasing the sus¬ 
pect got stuck. The man 
eventually abandoned the 
quad and ran on foot. 

Police found the man 
near the Portage Diversion 
at about 1 a.m., thanks to 
the assistance of the canine 
unit. The 21-year-old man 
was taken into custody.

ABCs 

O Daycares must 
promote good 
habits: Report 

With one in five U.S. 
youngsters already over¬ 
weight or obese by the 
time they start school, a 
new report urges steps to 
help prevent babies, tod¬ 
dlers and preschoolers 
from getting too pudgy too 
soon. 

Topping the list: Better 
dietary guidelines to help 
parents and caregivers 
know just how much tod¬ 
dlers should eat as they 
transition from baby food 
to bigger-lcid fare. 

Contrary to popular be¬ 
lief, children don’t usually 
outgrow their baby fat — 
and that can lead to lasting 
bad effects on their health 
as they grow, suggests the 
report. 


Healthy weight 


The new report is not 
about putting the very 
young on a diet. At the 
top of the report's list: 

► Daycare and preschool op¬ 
erators should be trained 
in proper physical activity 
for young children, provid¬ 
ing at least 15 minutes of it 
per hour the child spends 
there. 

► Regulations should limit 

how long toddlers and 
preschoolers sit or stand 
still to a maximum 30 min¬ 
utes — and limit holding 
babies in swings, bouncy 
seats or other equipment 
while they're awake. 

“It’s a huge opportunity 
to instil good habits at a 
time when you don’t have 
to change old ones,” said 


Leann Birch, director of 
Pennsylvania State Univer¬ 
sity’s Center for Childhood 
Obesity Research, who 
chaired the institute’s pan¬ 
el. 

Consider: Babies drink 
milk until they’re full and 
then turn away. But chil¬ 
dren as young as two or 
three are sensitive to por¬ 
tion size. 

“If you give them larger 
portions, they eat more,” 
Birch explained. 

The report makes the 
case that children’s habits 
are influenced by far more 
than their parents — and 
thus it is time to expand 
obesity prevention to more 
of the other places young¬ 
sters spend time. 

For example, nearly 
three-fourths of children 
ages two to five spend at 
least part of their day in 
some form of child care.

Ford says going to the 
Huntsville cottage on the 
Canada Day long weekend 
has been a tradition in his 
family for 30 years. 

The mayor’s office says 
Ford will also not be at¬ 
tending the Pride flag-rais¬ 
ing ceremony next week. 

Francisco Alvarez, the 
co-chair of Pride Toronto, 


calls the decision disap¬ 
pointing and regrettable. 

Alvarez says Ford is 
missing an opportunity to 
score political points by 
showing his solidarity with 
the Pride community. 

Former mayors David 
Miller, Mel Lastman and 
Barbara Hall all marched 
in the Pride parade, which 
attracts more than one 
million people and pumps 
millions of dollars into the 
Toronto economy.

G20 cops too 
slow: Audit 

TORONTO. As “radical ele¬ 
ments” broke free of a 
G20 protest and began 
causing the unprecedent¬ 
ed destruction of down¬ 
town Toronto, officers 
were simply unprepared 
to deal with the 
magnitude of the 
disorder, an internal po¬ 
lice report concludes. 


An audit by the Toron¬ 
to Police Service of the 
force’s actions during the 
G20 summit over June 26 
and 27, 2010, was released 
yesterday with 10 recom¬ 
mendations. The report 
paints a picture of police 
resources being 
overwhelmed by the sud¬ 
den vandalism and so- 
called Black Bloc protest 
techniques. Not enough 
riot police could respond, 
and some officers not 
properly trained in riot 
policing were forced to 
step in, the report says.

The daring secret mission 
to get Osama bin Laden by 
elite U.S. forces will be told 
in the pages of a new graph¬ 
ic novel that aims to shed 
more light — with a bit of 
creative licence — on the 
event. 

Written by retired U.S. 
Marine Capt. Dale Dye and 
Julia Dye, the 88-page hard¬ 
cover Code Word: Geroni- 
mo takes a look at the 
mission the authors said 
was aimed at keeping the 
focus on those who 
planned, conducted and ex¬ 
ecuted the raid. 

IDW, a San Diego-based 
publisher known for its line 
of comics that includes G.I. 
Joe and Star Trek, said the 
stoiy of how bin Laden was 
killed would appeal to both

new and established read¬ 
ers. 

Julia Dye called the work 
necessaiy for the nation, 
particularly having had to 
live “within the shadow” of 
bin Laden for so long. 

The stoiy opens with a 
lone traveller on a dusty 


road in Pakistan, a rattled 
pickup passing by. It quick¬ 
ly shifts back and forth to a 
U.S. compound in 
Afghanistan to the White 
House to the house where 
bin Laden was hiding in 
Abbottabad, Pakistan. 

The book is drawn with¬ 
out gratuitous violence or 
gore, the artists said. 

The members of SEAL 
Team 6 are not identified by 
their real names, but the 
equipment, planning and 
training that resulted in the 
May 1 raid are. 

Dye drew on his experi¬ 
ence in the Marines as well 
as contacts within the U.S. 
military to ensure accuracy, 
but not to the point of be¬ 
ing too detailed.

Anti-Islam 

politician 

acquitted 

The boundaries of free 
speech in Europe widened 
Thursday after a Dutch 
court acquitted politician 
Geert Wilders of inciting 
hatred against Muslims 
when he compared Islam 
with Nazism and called for 
a ban on the Qur’an. 

Political analysts say the 
ruling will likely embolden 
Wilders and other right- 
wing populists across the 
continent to ramp up their 
anti-immigrant rhetoric, 
with remarks like Wilders’ 
call for a “head rag tax” 
now squarely within the 
boundaries of fair political 
debate. 

The ruling did lay down 
a clear limit: Calls for vio¬ 
lence remain out of 
bounds. 

Wilders, who has lived 
under constant police pro¬ 
tection due to death 
threats since 2004, has nev¬ 
er called for violence or en¬ 
dorsed it.

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Rising river spurs 
mad rush to save city 

010,000 residents moved to safety as floodwaters move into Minot, N.D. 
O Trailer park engulfed © Missouri and Nebraska brace for trouble, too 


Crews worked furiously 
Thursday to raise earthen 
levees in a last-ditch effort 
to protect North Dakota’s 
fourth-largest city from 
floodwaters. 

Trucks and loaders car¬ 
ried clay and dirt to wait¬ 
ing Bobcats that sped to 
and fro, spreading and 
tamping the material atop 
levees in Minot. 

But as the Souris River 
kept rising ominously, offi¬ 
cials acknowledged they 
can’t stop significant dam¬ 
age to at least some neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

The workers and Na¬ 
tional Guard members 
were the only people to be 
seen — as many as 10,000 
residents, or about one- 


fourth of Minot’s popula¬ 
tion, have been moved to 
safety. 

Parts of the city were al¬ 
ready flooding. 

One trailer park near 
the river was under several 
feet of water. 

Much of Thursday’s ef¬ 
fort focused on protecting 
critical infrastructure, in¬ 
cluding sewer and water 
service. 

More evacuations could 
become necessary if they 
are knocked out by flood¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Curt Zimbelman 
said the sewer and water 
situation was “under con¬ 
trol” but being monitored. 

The river, which begins 
in Saskatchewan and flows

for a short distance though 
North Dakota, was all but 
certain to inundate thou¬ 
sands of homes and busi¬ 
nesses during the coming 
week. 

“There are 300 people 
in shelters and the others 
have found places with 


family, friends, some 
rentals,” Zimbelman said. 

“But for the long term 
it’s going to be a very diffi¬ 
cult situation.” 

Zimbelman said many 
people have opened their 
doors to evacuees. 

“I tell you what, North 
Dakotans are pretty good 
people,” Zimbelman said. 

Minot is about 95 kilo¬ 
metres south of the Cana¬ 
dian border. 

Meanwhile, in Missouri 
residents braced them¬ 
selves for flood trouble as 
the Missouri River rose. 

Water has started pour¬ 
ing over levees in Holt and 
Atchison counties, flood¬ 
ing homes and cabins.

O It’s a coin toss whether former press baron goes to jail or walks free 


Conrad Black will learn 
whether his days of wear¬ 
ing an orange jumpsuit are 
behind him when he ap¬ 
pears on Friday in the same 
Chicago courtroom where 
he was sentenced four 
years ago. 


The Canadian-born for¬ 
mer press magnate, who 
has been free on bail for 
nearly a year, will appear 
before U.S. Justice Amy St. 
Eve at a resentencing 
hearing. But even if Black, 
66, emerges a free man, the 


challenge of clearing his 
name could prove insur¬ 
mountable because he re¬ 
mains a convicted felon, 
legal experts say. 

Black served more than 
two years of a six-and-a- 
half-year sentence for fraud 


and obstruction of justice 
before being released last 
July after the Supreme 
Court exposed flaws in a 
federal fraud law. An ap¬ 
peals court reversed two of 
his fraud convictions.

DINOSAURS. Scientists 
have figured out a way to 
take the temperature of 
dinosaurs, and it turns 
out to be almost the 
same as ours. 

Of course you can’t 
stick a thermometer un¬ 
der the tongue of a crea¬ 
ture that’s been extinct 
for millions of years. 

So they did the next 
best thing. They studied 
dinosaur teeth, which 
can reflect body tempera¬ 
ture. 

They found the long- 
neclced Brachiosaurus 
had a temperature of 
about 38.2 C and the 
smaller Camarasaurus 
had a temperature of 
about 36.8 C degrees. 
People average 37 C. 

Their study, reported 
online Thursday in the 
journal Science, will not 
settle the long-running 
debate over whether di¬ 
nosaurs were warm¬ 
blooded like modem 
mammals or cold-blood¬ 
ed, requiring outside 
sources of warmth to get 
them going like lizards. 

The researchers were 
able to determine the 
creatures’ temperatures 
because body 
temperature makes a dif¬ 
ference in the amount of 
different types of carbon 
and oxygen that collect 
in the tooth enamel.

After Pixar’s ambitious 
work on titles such as 
Ratatouille and Wall-E, 
this is a disappointment.

Tom Hanks is the first to 
admit that Larry Crowne, 
his new comedy about a 
middle-aged man who 
goes back to college after 
losing his job, is some¬ 
thing of a hard sell in the 
crowded, superhero-heavy 
summer movie season. 

“How do we compete in 
the marketplace? Forgive 
me, I haven’t the slightest 
f—ing idea. It’s going to be 
interesting,” Hanks says. 

“Here we are in a sum¬ 
mer of big-time block¬ 
busters. It’s not the 
summer — it’s year-round,” 
he says. “You could inter¬ 
view all the marketing gu¬ 
rus and they’ll all talk 
about release dates and 
counter-programming and 
blah blah blah. But at the 
end of the day, it’s got to be 
a good movie, it’s got to be 
a funny movie and it’s got 
to make people think, ‘Hey, 
I couldn’t have spent my 
time any better.’” 

A tall order, to be sure. 
But as director, co-writer 
and the face of the titular 
Crowne, Hanks is more 
than up to the challenge. 
Besides, he’s not actually 
that worried about the 
competition. “By the way, 
that thing about the guy 
who wore a suit and the 
planet exploded and he 


still got the girl by travel¬ 
ling through time? That 
movie sucked,” Hanks says 
with a laugh. “I’m not say¬ 
ing any movie sucked, but 
you know what I’m talking 
about,” he’s quick to add, 
his inherent Mr. Nice Guy 
kicking in. 

The story of a man head¬ 
ing to college in his 50s 
might make most people 
think midlife crisis, but for 
Hanks that doesn’t begin to 
cover it. “It’s not a midlife 
crisis, it’s a midlife disas¬ 


ter,” he says. “Midlife crisis 
is when you wake up with 
everything — ‘Oh, I have 
everything but I’m still un¬ 
happy.’ That doesn’t hap¬ 
pen to Larry. Larry thinks 
it’s the greatest day in the 
world and he gets fired.” 

And while not graduat¬ 
ing college did work out OK 
for Hanks, he is quick to 
point out that he and his 
leading lady, Julia Roberts, 
still remember the tough 
times, Oscars or no Oscars. 

“There is a time for both 


of us where we’re living in 
a rented house in the Val¬ 
ley that we cannot afford, 
we have been fired from 
the job that we had and 
it’s now been 13 months 
since you’ve actually 
worked in the city and the 
phone still is not yet ring¬ 
ing,” Hanks says. “And you 
wonder if in fact you’re go¬ 
ing to take the job at the 
Wienerschnitzel on Laurel 
Canyon. When you have 
that moment, that never 
quite goes away.”

Spider-Man star Tobey 
Maguire and other 
celebrities have been 
caught in a web of law¬ 
suits seeking to reclaim 
more than $4 million won 
during unlicensed poker 
matches at upscale Bever¬ 
ly Hills hotels, court 
records show. 

The lawsuits were filed 
by a bankruptcy trustee 
attempting to recoup 
money for investors who 
were duped in a Ponzi 
scheme. 

The legal actions claim 
the clandestine Texas 
Hold 'em matches were 
played between 2006 and 
2009, with some of the 
money taken in the Ponzi 
scheme used to pay off 
debts incurred by its ar¬ 
chitect, Bradley Ruder- 
man. 

Maguire is being sued 
for $311,000 plus interest 
that the lawsuit says was 
won from Ruderman. In 
all, 22 people have been 
individually sued to try to 
recoup money. 

Among them was Nick 
Cassavettes, director of 
The Notebook. The 
trustee is attempting to 
recover nearly $73,000 
plus interest from the ac¬ 
tor-director. 

Maguire's attorney, 


Robert Barta, did not im¬ 
mediately return a phone 
message seeking com¬ 
ment but was expected to 
file a response to the suit 
later this week. 

Cassavettes' agent Jeff 
Berg also did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to a phone 
message. 

Also being sued is bil¬ 
lionaire businessman Alec 
Gores, who along with his 
brother attempted to buy 
Miramax Films last year.

• 1 medium sweet potato 

• 2 sweet or spicy Italian 
chicken sausage, each cut di¬

• 1 ball (500 g/16 oz) fresh 
mozzarella, sliced 

• Salt and ground black

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) chopped 
fresh thyme

Summer grilling season is 
a great excuse to give the 
pizza delivery guy a break. 
Grilling infuses pizza with 
a wonderful smoky flavour 
and a crisp, chewy crust. 

But you need to know a 
few basics. 

First, your toppings 
need to be precooked be¬ 
cause the pizza won’t be 
on the grill long enough to 
cook them there. Second, 
it’s important to start with 
clean, well-oiled grates be¬ 
cause the dough will stick 
to charred food left on 
them. 


Finally, start by grilling 
the dough plain until the 
bottom is lightly browned. 
Then oil the top, flip and 
add your sauce and other 
toppings to finish cooking. 

We’ve opted for a slight¬ 
ly unusual combination of 
sausage and sweet potato. 

Classic sliced tomatoes 
and mozzarella (with fresh 
basil thrown on after it 
comes off the grill) or 
sauteed peppers, onions 
and zucchini topped with 
pepper jack cheese also 
would be great summery 
options. 


Preparation: 

Bring a medium 
saucepan of water to a 
boil. Peel sweet potato 
and slice it into 3-mm 
(i/8-inch) slices. Drop 
slices into boiling water 
and boil until just 
tender, but not falling 
apart, 5 to 7 minutes. 
Drain sweet potatoes, 
then set aside. 

2 Heat grill to medium- 
high. Grill sausage slices 
until charred and 
cooked through, about 
3 minutes per side. Re- 


3 Clean grill grates and 
brush with oil. Stretch 
pizza dough into a 
rough circle, about 35 
centimetres in diameter. 
Reduce grill to medium 
heat, set dough on 
grate. Close lid and grill 
for 7 minutes or until 
bottom is golden. 

Brush top of pizza crust 
with half of olive oil and 
flip over. Brush again 
with remaining oil. Top 
with sweet potato slices, 
cooked sausage pieces 
and mozzarella slices.

The facility is in the 
shadows of where the infa¬ 
mous rioting took place, 
and with 60,000 football 
fans pouring into the 
streets after the Nov. 27 
championship game, or¬ 
ganizers are sweating.
